Washington, September 
American Debt commissioners have 
handed Joseph Caillaux and his col- 
leagues another proposal for funding 
the $4,200,000,000 French debt to the 
United States. The American pro- 
posal in effect reiterates the previous 
American demand, but, it is under- 
stood, has some modifications. 

“The situation is not gloomy, but 
it is not going along as we would like 
it to go,” it was stated by a high 
American authority Monday following 
the delivery of the American proposal 
to the French. , 

Two orief meetings at the treasury 
building resulted in the delivery of 
the American proposal, consisting of 
geveral typewritten pages. Ia the 
morning the commissions were to- 
gether about 25 minutes, during 
which Caillaux restated his first of- 
fer to pay ir a formal décument which 
was distributed among the Americans, 
and then maoade a telling speech in 
English for negotiations on those 
terms. ile said that private conver- 
sations he has had with Mellon had 
shown it possible to reach a compro- 
mise on some points. 

The American commissioners met 
at 2:30 to draw up their reply, and 
received the French at 4 o'clock. This 
second joint meeting lasted but 20 
minutes. 

Kellogg Confers With Coolidge. 

Secretary of State Frank B. Kel- 
logg conferred with the president for 
half an hour after the second meeting. 

The reply showed consideration for 
the French position and restated the

Initial indication on the part of the

upon a misunderstanding.” 

Invites Conference. 

“The company will entertain any 
reasonable proposition,’ Mr. Ark- 
wright added, after explaining that the 
only reason for contemplated discon- 
tinuance of the line in College Park 
was because of its failure to pay cost 
of the service. “If you still care to 
discuss the matter, or if College Park 
wants to make any suggestion with 
reference to fares, we will be glad to 
give it consideration in an effort to 
arrive at a plan which will enable 
the service to be continved.” 

Mayor Couch, upon receipt of the 
letter Monday night, conferred with 
city officials of College Park upon the 
course the municipality will pursue in 
the matter.

2 VICTIMS REPORTED 
DYING AT HOSPITAL 


Railroad Men Say That 
Auto Appeared on Track 
Too Suddenly for Train 
To Stop in Time. 


L. E. Ewing, Jr., 8, was almost 
instantly killed. Monday night at the 
Candler crossing of the Southern rail- 
way tracks near Brookhaven when 
the Piedmont Limited, crack train of 
the Southern, struck the automobile 
in which he was riding with his 3- 
year-old brother, William, and How- 
ard Woodruff, 17, the latter being 
the driver of the machine. 

Woodruff is at government hospi- 
tal No. 48, probably fatally hurt, 
while William Ewing lies at the point 
of death in the Atlanta hospital. 

Conditions Serious. 

Woodruff, according to surg¢eons, 
has a broken leg, a fractured pelvis 
bone and other serious internal in- 
juries. Doctors at the Atlanta hos- 
pital stated that the Ewing child had 
concussion of the brain, and may be 
injured internally. 

Two of the victims are children of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. E. Ewing who live 
on Woodlawn avenue, just south of 
Brookhaven Heights. Howard Wood- 
ruff is the son. of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. 
Woodruff who live on rural route 
No. 1 at Chamblee. 

Full details of the accident had not 
been learned by railroad officials late 
Monday night. However, ,rom the 
information gathered by their investi- 
gators they said that the machine ap- 
peared suddenly on the track in front 
of their inbound fast passenger train, 
and, although the engineer applied his 
emergency brakes, the distance was 
too short for him to stop. 

Coming to Peachtree. 

J. H. Woodruff, father of the driver 
of the automobile, stated that his in- 
formation was to the effect that the 
anto was crossing from the east to the 
west side of the railroad tracks to 
enter Peachtree road. 

The train was in charge of Con- 
ductor McCorkle with Engineer 
Wooten at the throttle. The train 
crew rendered every assistance to the 
victims of the crash, and summoned 
the private ambulance of H. M. Pat- 
terson & Son, which carried the 3- 
year-old boy to the Atlanta hospital. 

“It is nothing short of a miracle 
that any of the occupants of the auto- 


mobile escaped with their lives,” J. H. 
Woodruff told a Constitution reporter.

Newport, R. I., September 28.—() 
The divers working on the sunken 
submarine S-51 were forced by a 
ground swell and swift tide, to aban- 
don their efforts at 11 o’clock tonight, 
according to a message reccived here 
through naval communications. The 
dispatch said that diving cperations 
would be resumed at 5 o’clock tomor- 
row morning if the weather moder- 
ated. 


U. S. Submarine Base,‘ New Lon- 
don, Conn., September 28.—(/)—Baf- 
fled by a heavy wind and a rolling 
sea, workers trying to lift the subma- 
rine S-51 from her bed at the bot- 
tom of the Atlantic pinned their hopes 
tonight upon the work of two divers, 
who went down in an attempt to ex- 
plore the interior of the craft. 

Undaunted by the failure of the 
rescue ships to work in the heavy 
swells, 14 miles off Block island, 
where the 8-51 was sunk last Friday 
night in a collision with the Savannal: 
line steamer City of Rome, the offi- 
cers in charge believed they would be 
able to force enough air into any 
compartments in which men might be 
alive—if any such exist—to keep 
them alive. They thus disposed of a 
so-called “dead line” of time, which 


the men could live on the supply of 
air they had with them.

Treasure Hunt Expedition 


BAD DIVING WEATHER CAUSES POSTPONEMENT 


Abandons Quest Until Spring

Aboard Salvage Steamer Spray, off 
Virginia Capes, September 28.—The 
treasure hunt expedition in search of 
the $4,000,000 cargo of the sunken 
steamship Merida reluctantly lifted its 
anchors today and sailed for New 
York, abandoning its quest until 
next spring. 

No more decent diving weather may 
be expected until May. Then the 
New York syndicate of sportsmen 
and society leaders, which has 
financed the venture, will renew the 
quest. 

“Heavy weather has thus far de- 
feated us in our attempt to bring up 
the treasure,” said Fred Neilsen, sal- 
vage master, “but we have made ex- 


cellent progress toward our end. Weunder the conditions endured. 


spent the month of June in locating 
the wreck. Since that time, we have 
taken advantage of every spell of 
good weather to explore the hulk and 
clear away thousands of tons of 
treacherous debris to the strong room 
of the liner. 

“The path to the treasure is now 
clear, but many days of fine weather 
will be required to Plast away the 
bulkhead and bring up the 235 tons 
of gold and bullion. We shall, there- 
fore, have to wait for the calms of 
May and June to complete our task.” 

In the past two months, the divers 
have made 30 descents to the wreck, 
which is located at the extreme diving 
depth of 214 feet, where water pres- 
sure is 95° pounds to the square inch. 
The descents have averaged 21 min- 
utes of working time at the bottom 
of the ocean, considered a good record

Their world’s series experience has 
been about the same, Ruel catching 
all seven of Wasghington’s games last 
fall, while Smith figured in parts of 
as many games for the Giants in the 
championships’ of 1921 and 1922 
against the Yanks. 

Ruel established something of a bat- 
ting mark last fall when he failed to 
get a hit in the first six series games, 
but he came through in timely fashion 
in the deciding game, getting two hits 
and tallying the winning run. 

Broke Four Records. 

The Washington backstop § also 
broke four fielding records for the 
world’s series which generally have 
not been credited to him. In handling 
his duties without an error in any 
game, he broke Lou Criger’s mark for 
most putouts and most chances ac- 
cepted for a single series, set by the 
latter with the Boston Red Sox in 
1903. Ruel had 51 putouts as com- 
pared with Criger’s 46, and 56 accept- 
ed chances altogether, two more than 
Criger. 

Besides these marks Ruel set new 
records for total putouts and total 
chances accepted in one game, with 
15 and 17, respectively, in the open- 
ing contest.

WHEAT TUMBLES 
0 NEW LOW LEVEL 


Chicago, September 28. — (7) — 
Wheat prices suffered a hard tumble 
today tv a new all-around low price 
record for the season, with wheat and 
every other grain selling under the 
big 
receipts of wheat at Winnipeg, the 
largést ever known at this time of the 
year, had much to do with forcing 
values down, 

Wheat closed unsettled, 4 to 4 3-4 


cents net lower, at about the day’s, 


bottom figures, December $1.36 to 
$1.56 1-8 and May $1.45 3-4 to $1.39, 
with corn unchanged to 1 1-3 cents 
down; oats unchanged to 1-S@i-4 
eent off; provisions unchanged to a 
setback of 25 cents. 

Announcement of 3,485,000 bushels 
increase of the United States visible 
supply of wheat, as against 740,U00U 
increase a year ago, acted as additional 
weight on the market, as did pros- 
pects that the Canadian crop move- 
ment would continue heavy for some 
time. Throughout the day, there was 
persistent selling on the part of houses 
with eastern connecgions, Many stand- 
ing orders to stop wheat losses at 
various definite set limits were auto- 
matically forced into operation § as 
values here continued to crumple. 

Meanwhile, the amount of wheat 
afloat for Europe showed a material 
increase. It was estimated that, 
based on today’s prices of December 
delivery here, the principal grain crops 
of the United States have declined in 
value $400,000,000 during the last 
month, 

In sympathy with wheat, September 
and December corn and September 
oats established a new low price record 
for the season. May corn equalled 
the previous low price record. Owing 
to the close relation between corn 
prices and hog values, however, the 
corn market displayed much resist- 
ance to selling pressure. 

Weakness of grain and hogs had a 
depressing influence on provisions,

SPECIAL VENIRE 
WILL TRY COLE 


Richmond County Court House, 
Rockingham, N. C., September 28.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—A _ spe- 
cial venire from Union county will 
produce the jury in whose hands will 
rest the fate of W. B. Cole, cotton 
mill owner of Rockingham, charged 
with the murder of W. W. Ormond, 
formerly a friend of the family, and 
at one time a suitor of his daugh- 
ter’s hand. 

Judge T. B. Finley, presiding over 
a ‘special term of Richmond superior 
court, today directed that 200 venire- 
men from Union county be summoned 
to report here Wednesday at 10 
o’clock, The order was issued after 
defense counsel agreed to a motion 
of Solicitor F. Don Phillips that a 
jury be formed from another county. 

Union county is separated from 
Richmond by Anson. Monroe, -the 
county seat, is approximately 50 
miles due west of Rockingham. 

Cole, who has been in jail since 
August 15, when he shot and killed 
Ormond on one of the city’s prin- 
cipal streets, pleaded not guflty when 
arraigned on the charge of the in- 
dictment. He had entered the room 
while the grand jury was in session. 
When, as provided in the procedure 
in this state, Cole was requested by 
Solicitor Phillips to stand for arraign- 
ment, he did so alertly and answered 
the solicitor’s question in firm voice. 

The form of his answers was whis- 
pered to him by a defense attorney 
and to the last question: “How will 
you be tried?’ Cole answered sfeadily, 
with a lfft of his chin: 

“By God and my country.” 

“May God send a true deliverance,” 
firmly replied the solicitor. 

Although a motion for a jury from 
without the county was unexpected by 
the defense, no objection was entered. 
Of the four counties mentioned, 
Montgomery, Union, Stanley and Scot- 
land, formerly the home of Mr. Phil- 
lips, Union was selected as having 
transportation facilities better suited 
to veniremen., 

In making the prosecution's motion, 
Solicitor Phillips said that it would 
be practically impossible to get a jury 
in eam county that would be 
satisfactory to both sides. Prominence 
of Cole, who is president and manager 
of the Hannah Pickett mills, one of 
the largest in the section, and “the 
fact that his business transactions 
have involved some 50 per cent of the 
citizens in the county,” were given as 
reasons for the motion. 

“We only want 12 honest citizens 
of North Carolina,” said de 
Brooks of defense counsel in express- 
ing their agreement. 

Pending arrival of the veniremen, 
the court will engage in other busi- 
ness while attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion and defense make final prepara- 
tions for a trial that has focused the 
attention of the state. 

Attorneys from Union county will 
be added to defense and prosecution 
counsels, but their names have not 
been announced. 

Indications are that Wednesday will 
be devoted to selection of a jury with 
probabilities that taking of testimony 
will begin some time Thursday.
